Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Mich­ 
igan—the increase in the value of farms 
was 47 in number and 50 per cent. iu 
value. 
In s as Giles B. titibbens, of De­ 
troit, t ays, that “an endless amount 
twaddl 3 is preached aoout the horrors of 
debt. 
And je t there is not one farmer 
in IOO in Wise main to-day who did 
not 
get bis bret title to a horns through a 
debt. They are men who came bere 
with a capital of ambition and industry, 
ran in debt for their farms, took their 
neks like meD, and fought their way out 
to independence aud oomfjrt.” 
In England, there ii a great falling 
off of the incom es from farms, n eleven 
years am duL ting to nearly 50 per cent. 
This statement is m ade by tiir Edward 
(Sullivan, who quotes the figures from 
Mulhall, the noted English statistician, 
who is likewise a free trader.

W a s h in g t o n , June BL—A conference 
was ordered on the Naval appropriation 
bill, and Messrs. Allison and German 
were appointed conferrees on the part 
of the Senate. 
Petitions were presented from Kansas 
City for reciprocity in trade with Mexi­ 
co; from Memphis, Tenn., protesting 
against the Mississippi outlet system; 
from New Hamphshire and Vermont, 
against further concessions to the Paci­ 
fic railroads and in favor of the govern­ 
ment taking possession of them. 
Among the bills reported from com­ 
mittees and placed on the calendar were 
the following:

It was referred to tho Com­ 
mittee on Finance. 
On motion of Mr. Wilson, of Washing­ 
ton, the rules were suspended and tho 
House passed a bill granting to the 
Portland and Puget Sound Railroad 
Company right of way through the 
Puyallup Indian reservation. 
The silver bill was taken up and Mr. 
Morrill addressed the Senate. 
He said the wage-earners 
of tho 
United States were to be cann ted bv 
millions and were the most numerous 
creditor class of the country. 
It was 
that class that it was now proposed to 
pay off in cheaper or in depreciated 
standard money. 
Could thoro be any­ 
thing, he asked, more likely to provoke 
strikes for higher wages? 
He believed 
that by wise and moderate, legislation 
a sufficient amount of silver might be 
utilized, and yet a bimetallic standard 
be maintained. 
He did not want to 
have the United States divorced from 
the commercial world. 
But that was 
the policy of those who had led off 
in the debate. 
Mr. Morrill went on to argue against 
the proposition to issue legal tender 
treasury notes in exchange for silver 
as an unconstitutional measure. 
The conference report on the military 
academy appropriation bill was present­ 
ed and agreed to. 
The conference report on the army 
appropriation bill was again taken up 
and the question in regard to the provi­ 
sion as to canteens wa* discussed, the 
conference report being to the effect 
that no intoxicating drinks should be 
supplied in canteens or in traders1 stores 
in States or Territories where prohibi­ 
tion legislation exists. 
Mr. Allison,who 
presented the report, spoke in favor of 
it. 
Mr. Plumb suggested that the move­ 
ment against the canteen system was in 
tho interest of post traders. 
The whole 
matter he said was a fight between the 
post trader and the canteen. 
If he had 
his way about the amendment reported 
by the committee he would not stop 
with the man who had 813 a month, but 
would make it apply to every man in 
the army, from the General down.

subject was: ‘ T he Sword—Its Mission 
and Its Doom.” 
The text. 
Isaiah 
xxxiv., 5: 
“My sword shall be bathed 
in heaven.” 
Three hundred aud fifty-one times 
does the Bible speak of that sharp, 
keen, 
curved, 
inexorable 
weapon, 
which Hashes upon us from the text— 
the sword. 
Sometimes the mention is 
applaudably and sometimes damna­ 
tory, sometimes as drawn, sometimes 
as sheathed. 
In the Bible, and in 
much secular literature, the sword 
represents all javelins, all muskets, 
all carbines, all guns, all police clubs, 
all battle axes, all weaponry for phys­ 
ical defense cr attack. 
It would be un 
interesting thing to give the history of 
the plow, and follow its furrow all 
down through the ages, from the first 
crop in Chaldea to the last crop in 
Minnesota. 
It would be interesting to 
follow the pen as it has tracked its 
way on down through the literature of 
nations, from its first word in the iirst 
book to tho last word which some au­ 
thor last night wrote as ho closed his 
manuscript. 
It would be an interest­ 
ing thing to count the echoes of the 
hammer 
from the first nail driven, 
down through all the mechanism of 
centuries to the last stroke in the car­ 
penter’s shop yesterday. 
But in this. 
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my annual sermon as chaplain of tho 
Thirteenth regiment, I propose taking 
up a weapon that has done a work that 
neither plow nor pen nor hammer over 
accomplished. 
My theme is the sword 
—its mission and its doom. 
The sword of the text was bathed in 
heaven; that is, it was a sword of 
righteousness, tis another sword may 
be bathed in hell, and bo the sword of 
cruelty and wrong. 
There is a great 
difference between the sword of Win- 
kelreid and the sword of Cataline, be­ 
tween the sword of Leonidas and the 
sword of Benedict Arnold. 
In our ef­ 
fort to hasten the end of war, we have 
hung the sword with abuses and exe­ 
crations when it has had a divine mis­ 
sion, and when in many crises of tho 
world’s history it has swung for liberty 
and justice, civilization and righteous­ 
ness, and God. 
At the very opening 
of the Bible, and on the east side of 
the Garden of Eden God placed a flam­ 
ing sword to defend the tree of life. 
W hat more consecrated thing In th© 
world than Joshua’s sword, or David’s 
sword, or Caleb’s sword, or Gideon’s 
sword, or W ashington’s sword, 
or 
Marion’s sword, or Lafayette’s sword, 
or W ellington’s sword, or Kosciosko’s 
sword, or Garibaldi’s sword, or hun­ 
dreds of thousands of American swords 
that have again and again been bathed 
in heaven. 
Swords of that kind have 
been the best friend of the human race. 
They have slain tyrannies, pried open 
dungeons, and cleared the way for na­ 
tions in their march upward. 
It was 
better for them to take the sword and 
be free, than lie under tho oppressor’s 
heel and suffer. 
There is something 
worse than death, and that is life if it 
m u s t cringo and crunch before the 
wrong. 
Turn over the leaves of tho 
world's history, and you find that there 
has never been a tyranny stopped or a 
nation liberated except by the sword, 
I am not talking to you about the way 
things ought to bo, but ubout the way 
they have been. 
W hat force drove 
back the Saracens at Tours and kept 
Europe from being overwhelmed by 
Mohammedanism, and, 
subsequently, 
all America given over to Mohamme­ 
danism? 
The sword of Charles Martel 
and his men. 
Who can deal enough in 
infinities to tell what was accomplished 
for the world’s good by tho sword of 
Jean of Arc? 
W hat put an end to infamous Louis 
XVI.’s plan of universal conquest, by 
which England would have been made 
to kneel on the steps of the Tuilleries 
and tho Anglo-Saxon race would have 
been halted and all Europe paralyzed? 
The sword of Marlborough at Blen­ 
heim. 
Time came when the Roman 
war eagles, whose beaks had been 
punched into the hearts of nations, 
must be brought 
clown from their 
eyries. 
All other attempts had dis­ 
gracefully failed, but the Germans, 
tho m ightiest nation for brawn and 
brain, undertook the work, and, under 
God, succeeded. 
W hat drove hack the 
Roman cavalry till the horses, wound­ 
ed, flung their riders and the last rider 
perished, and tho Hercynian forest be­ 
came the scene of Rome’s humiliation? 
The sword, the brave sword, the tri­ 
um phant sword of Arminius. 
To come down to later ages, all in­ 
telligent Englishmen unite with all in­ 
telligent Americans in saying that it 
was the best thing that the American 
colonies swung off from the govern­ 
ment of Great Britain, 
It would have 
been the worst absurdity of 1,000 years 
if this continent should have continued 
in loyalty to a throne on the other side 
of the sea. 
No one would propose a 
governor-general for the United States 
as there is a governor-general for Can­ 
ada. 
We have had splendid queens in 
our American capital, but we could 
hardly be brought to support a queen 
on the other side of the Atlantic, lovely 
and good as Victoria i9. 
The only use 
we have for earls and lords and dukes 
in this country is to treat them well 
when they pass through to their hunt­ 
ing grounds in the far West, or when 
their fortunes have failed, reinforce 
them by wealthy matrimonial alliance. 
Imagine this nation yet a part of En­ 
glish possessions! 
'The trouble the 
mother country has to-day with lr©, 
land would he a paradisaic condition 
compared with the trouble she would j 
have with U9. 
England and the United 
States make excellent neighbors, but j 
the two families are too large to live , 
in the same house. 
W hat a godsend \ 
that we should have parted, and part- j 
cd long ago! 
But I can think of no 1 
other way in which we could h av e; 
achieved 
American 
independence. 
George III., the half 
crazy King, 
would not have let us go. 
Lord North, 
his prime minister, would not have let! be better? 
us go. 
Gen. Lord Cornwallis would \ enish idea 
not have let us go, although after 
Yorktown lie was glad enough to let 
is go. 
Lexington, an i Bu aker Hill

ach ieved it, and 
bathed in heaven. 
ho now thd sword has its uses, al­ 
though it is a sheathed sword. 
Thera 
is not an armory in Brooklyn cr New 
York. or Philadelphia, or Chicago, or 
Charleston, or New Crieans, or any 
American city that could be spared. 
We have in all our American cities a 
ruff an population, who, though they 
are small in number compared with 
the good population, would again and 
Rgnin make rough and stormy times 
if, back of our mayors and common 
councils and police, there were not in 
the armories and arsenals some keen 
steel which, 
if brought into p’ay, 
would make qui k work with in ob­ 
oe racy. There ar in every great com­ 
munity unprincipled men, who like a 
row on a large scale, and they heat 
themselves with sour mash and old 
rye 
and 
other 
doeoctions, 
en­ 
riched 
with 
blue 
vitriol, 
potash, 
turpentine, sugar of lead, sulphuric 
acid, logwood, strychnine, night shade, 
and other precious ingredients, and 
take down a whole glass with a re­ 
sounding 
“Ah!” 
of 
satisfaction. 
When they get that sniff in them aud 
the blue vitriol collides with the pot­ 
ash, and the turpentine with tho sul­ 
phuric acid, the victims are ready for 
anything hut order and decency and 
good government. 
Again and again. 
in our American cities, has the neces­ 
sity 
of 
home 
guards 
been 
de­ 
monstrated. 
In 18-19 a hiss at a theater would 
have resulted in New York City be­ 
ing demolished had it not been for the 
citizen soldiery. 
Because of an insult 
which the American actor, Edwin 
Forrest, had received in England from 
the friends of Mr. Macready, the En­ 
glish actor, when the latter appeared 
in New York in “Macbeth,” the dis­ 
tinguished Englishman was hissed and 
mobbed, tho walls of the city having 
been placarded with tho announce­ 
ment: “Shall Americans or English 
rule in this city?” 
Streets were lilied 
with a crowd insane with passion. 
The riot aet was read, 
hut it only 
evoked 
louder 
yells 
and heavier 
volleys of stones, and tho whole city 
was threatened 
with violence and 
assassination. 
But the Seventh regiment, under 
Gen- Duryea, marched through Broad­ 
way, 
preceded by mounted troops, 
and at the command: 
“Fire! Guards! 
Fire!” 
tho mob scattered and New 
York was saved. 
W hat would have 
become of Chicago, two or three years 
ago, whoa the police lay dead in the 
streets, Had not the sharp command of 
military officers been given? 
Do not 
charge such scenes upon American in­ 
stitutions, 
They aro as old n9 the 
Ephesian mob that howled for two 
hours in Paul’s time about the theater, 
amid the ruins of which I stood last 
January. 
There 
always 
has 
been, and always will be, in great 
communities, a class of people that 
cannot govern themselves and which 
ordinary means cannot govern, and 
there are exigencies which nothing 
but the sword can meet. 
Aye, the 
militia are tho very last regiments that 
it will be safe to disband. 
A rbitram ent will take the place of 
war between nation and nation, and 
national armies will disband as a con­ 
sequence; and the time will come— 
God hasten it!—when there will be no 
need of an American army or navy. 
or a Russian army or navy. But some 
time after that cities will have to keep 
their armories, and arsenals, and well 
drilled militia, because until the mil­ 
lennial arbitram ent will bo as impos­ 
sible as treaty with a cavern of hy­ 
enas or a jungle of snakes. 
Well done, then, I say, to the leg­ 
islatures, and governors, and mayors, 
and all officials who decide upon larger 
armories and better places for drill and 
more generous e [uipment for the mil­ 
itia. 
Tho sooner tho sword can safe­ 
ly go hack to the scabbard to stay 
there the better: but until the hilt 
clangs against the caso In that final 
lodgment let the sword be kept (roo 
from rust; sharp all along tho edge, 
and its point Uke a needle, and tho 
handle polished, 
not only by 
the 
chamois of the regimental servant, 
but by the hand of brave and patriotic 
officers, always ready to do their full 
duty. 
Such swords are not unsheathed 
in impetuosity, or bathed in cruelty, or 
bathed in oppression, or Bathed in out­ 
rage, hut bathed in heaven. 
But th© sword is doomed. 
There is 
one word that needs to he written in 
every throne room, in every war office. 
in every navy yard, in every national 
council. 
That word is Disarm ament 
But no government can afford to throw 
its sword away until all the great gov­ 
ernments have agreed to do the same. 
Through the infiuence of the recent 
convention of North and South Amer­ 
ican governments at Washington, and

pick of the nations. 
Those whom we

front 
are in tho penitentiary, and their du­ 
ties detain them in that limited sphere. 
No: it i9 the public spirited and the 
valorous who go out to die.

are they young men. 
If they were 
aged, and had only five or ten years 
at the most to live, the sacrifice would 
not be so great. 
But it is those who 
have forty or fifty years to live who 
go into the jaws of battle. 
In our war 
Col. Elsvvorth fell while yet a mere 
lad. 
Renowned McPherson was only 
35. 
Magnificent Reynolds was 
only 
43. 
Hundreds of thousands fell be­ 
tween twenty and thirty years of 
age. 
I looked into the faces of tao 
French and German troops as they 
went out to fight at Sedan, and they 
were for the most part armies of splen­ 
did boys. 
So in all ages war has pre­ 
ferred to sacrifice the young. 
Alex­ 
ander the Great died at 32. 
When 
war slays the young it not only takes 
down that which they are, but that 
which they might have been. 
So we are glad ut 
the Isaiahie 
prophecy, that the time is coining 
when nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation. 
Indeed, both swords 
shall go back into the scabbard—the 
sword bathed in heaven and tho sw ord 
bathed in hell. 
W hat a horror is war 
and its cruelties were well illustrated 
when the Tartare, 
after 
sweeping 
through Russia and Poland, displayed 
with pride nine great sacks filled with 
the right ears of the fallen, and when 
a correspondent of the London Times, 
writing of the wounded after the bat­ 
tle of Sedan, said: 
“ Every moan that 
the human voice can utter roso from 
that heap of agony, and tho cries of 
•Water! 
For the love of (iod, water! 
A doctor! 
A doctor!’ never ceased.” 
To-day against tho sky of the glori­ 
ous future I see a great blaze. 
It is a 
foundry in full blast 
Tho workmen 
have stirred the fires until tho furnaces 
are seven times heated. 
The last w a­ 
gon load of the world’s swords has 
been hauled into the country, and they 
are tumbled into tho furnace, and they 
begin to grow and redden and melt. 
and in hissing and sparkling liquid 
they roll on down through tho crevice 
of rocks until the fall into a mold 
shaped like iron foot of a plow. 
Then 
Hie liquid cools off into a hard metal, 
and. brought out on an anvil, 
it is 
beaten and pounded and 
fashioned, 
stroke after stroke until that which 
was a weapon to reap harvests of men 
becomes un implement turning tho 
soil for harvests of corn, the sword 
having become the plowshare.
